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Let Slum Cleanup 
Be Thorough Job 


Enforcement of Atlanta’s new hous- 
ing code begins in earnest this week as 
inspectors begin sending out their first 
notices to owners of slums to bring their 
properties up to minimum requirements 
or else. 

The newly-created Environmental Im- 
provement Division is an agency long 
needed here. It is especially needed now. 
No self-respecting community can tol- 
erate the existence of such property as 
some now being rented for human habi- 
tation in Atlanta. They are a blot on the 
community conscience, costly in terms of 
money, government and social problems. 


There will be loud cries of anguish— 
from owners of slum properties which 
yield high rents with a minimum, if any, 
costs of improvements or taxes. Yet the 
community pays the bill in high costs of 
services to these areas which account for 
a disproportionately high percentage of 
government and social problems. 

Let the cleanup of these slum areas 
proceed with all possible speed. If owners 
will not cooperate in rehabilitation of 
properties which can be made fit for hab- 
itation, said properties should be con- 
demned and destroyed. 

The crackdown on residents of prop- 
erties who refuse to conform to sanitary 
requirements also is overdue. 

All Atlanta will profit from this clean- 
up of slums. Not the least of the benefits 
will be the realization that at last we are 
facing up to a problem which ieft alone 
would mean more and more slums in the 
future.

License Tax Debate 
Pinpoints City Needs 


Current debate on proposed revision 
of Atlanta’s business license ordinance 
probably will result in a compromise 
which will yield additional revenue the 
city maintains is needed without imposi- 
tion of a gross receipts tax. 

Determined opposition by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Atlanta Retail 
Merchants Assn. to gross receipts pro- 
visions are based on arguments that the 
size of business is no indication of ability 
to pay and that it would discourage 
“small-markup, high-volume” business. 


Proponents of gross receipts say that 
presently size or volume is not usually 
reflected in rates and that gross receipts 
is the “truest gauge of the size of a busi- 
ness.” 

Whichever side of the argument pre- 
vails—and we are inclined to agree that 
a gross receipts base is inequitable—the 
debate is healthy. Certainly the license 
ordinance, which is now 101 years old, 
should be revised. And the city must 
have additional revenue from some 
source. As Mayor Hartsfield has said, the 
business community has the greatest 
stake of all in a solvent city government 
and a responsibility for it as well. 

Limited in so many ways by the state 
as to sources of revenue, we must find 
a way to raise the necessary funds for 
demands of growth until such time as 
relief is provided. 
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Laos May Be Lost; 
Who’s Next on List? 


With the situation worsening in Laos, 
where Communists from North Vietnam 
have infiltrated this tiny kingdom and are 
being supplied with military equipment 
by the Red Chinese, Secretary of State 
Herter expresses grave concern. 

The United States is considering ways 
to bolster the Laotian government with- 
out direct intervention with troops. [n 
fact, troops have not heen requested. The 
United Nations also is considering ways 
in which this small but strategic country 
ean be saved from the fate of Tibet and 
North Korea. 

What we are witnessing, of course, is 
repetition of Communist tactics in over- 
running the smaller nations around its 
huge periphery. It is another nibble at the 
free world and part of the over-all strat- 
egy to win world domination.

All of these and other Southeast Asian 
nations—including even India and Paki- 
stan—are Communist targets. Each of 
them engulfed into the Communist orbit 
is a further weakening of the free world’s 
defenses. Each of them which is overrun 
brings closer the day of inevitable reck- 
oning.

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Pressure on Colleges 
Is Not Growing Less 


In an address yesterday at the an- 
nual meeting of the Georgia Association 
of Colleges at LaGrange, Gov. Vandiver 
declared: 


“We know that we can build here a 
veritable economic, agricultural and in- 
dustrial dynamic capable of bringing 
added prosperity and the good life to all 
our people. ... To me, education is the 
key which can unlock this opportunity 
for us.” 

The governor cited figures showing 
that by 1970 there will be at least 73,000 
students in Georgia colleges and univer- 
sities—provided facilities, teachers and 
other necessities of higher education can 
be provided for them. This conservative 
estimate means we will have 28,000 or 
more students in colleges than today. 

In view of the fact that Georgia today 
has more students enrolled in elementary 
and secondary schools as a percentage of 
its total population than any state in the 
Union, the figures are conservative in- 
deed. Enrollment this year will be almost 
a million if it does not pass that figure. 

Presuming that other problems now 
confronting education can be _ solved, 
Georgia is going to be increasingly occu- 
pied with this challenge. Expansions, 
economies, exploration of new techniques 
and new types of institutions, commu- 
nity colleges and, above all, new sources 
of revenue, all are under consideration. 

We again suggest that local communi- 
ties take a new look at what they are 
doing for education at home. 

Since Georgia now pays 72 per cent 
of the total bill for elementary and sec- 
ondary schools and must find more and 
more funds for institutions of higher 
learning, local communities, business and 
industry can and must do more to help 
meet this problem of their own futures. 
Certainly the privately endowed institu- 
tion will play an important role in doing 
so.

Former President Truman has ques- 
tioned the wisdom of President Eisen- 
hower going to Moscow. He fears the 
journey may lead the world to expect 
that peace can be advanced by the mere 
exchange of visits between heads of gov- 
ernment. He points out, too, that from 
Yalta to Potsdam to Geneva the meet- 
ings have resulted in failure because the 
Communists have not lived up to their 
promises. , 

We hold Mr. Truman in high esteem.

because the Communists have failed to 
keep their promises. 

But we believe he is wrong to say 
Mr. Eisenhower should not go to Russia.

There is, 
as recent events at Geneva have shown, 
no way to deal with Russia until the head 
of that government is reached. 

We believe the overwhelming majority 
of American people agree that we should 
seek every avenue which may lead to 
honorable peace. To do this the President 
needs to express to Khrushchev in per- 
son the determination of this country to 
have peace and its resolute position 
against the attempted export of commu- 
nism by the Khrushchev government. 

We believe it proper that he should 
do this. Since we will have either hon- 
orable coexistence or disastrous war, we 
must support every sincere and resolute 
effort to protect the security of this coun- 
try and attempt a peaceful coordination 
of world governments.

WASHINGTON—The United States now has 
sound hope for working its way out of a most 
awkward situation in Latin America. We have 


Plots and counterplots for and 
against this or that regime in 
Pan America have been hatched, 
sometimes on U.S. soil. Seem- 
ingly comic-opera ‘‘invasions,”’ 
involving only handfuls of men 
but in areas where handfuls are 
enough to overturn a_ govern- 
ment, have been popping up in 
Caribbean waters. 

Basically, our national interest 
in all this is simply the mainte- 
nance of order and responsibility 
in this hemisphere. Ideally, too, 
we want to promote democratic 
regimes—but not if these can be 
obtained only through outside ag- 
gressions by self-appointed bring- 
ers of the true gospel, of the 
Castro kind. 

Most of all, we seek to avoid 
any widespreading of the pos- 
sibly well-intentioned irresponsi- 
bility of Castroism. If this unin- 
tentionally assists in maintaining 
undemocratic regimes, such as 
that of Trujillo in the Dominican 
Republic, this obviously is part 
of the price of nonintervention as 
a doctrine. 

We cannot, now or later, act 
boldly and alone to keep the hemi- 
spheric peace, either with our own 
troops or through economic sanc- 
tions against the disorderly ones. 
That would be ‘“‘Yankee imperial- 
ism,”’ indeed. 

The only solution, therefore, lies 
in the collective action of the 
American republics themselves in 
support of states that will be at

It will keep strictly hands 
off in cases of truly local revolu- 
tion. 


There is sober belief in very 
high quarters here that this new 
arrangement will really work. Ac- 
cordingly, there is no present 
prospect of administration sup- 
port for the establishment of a 
new Pan-American peace army 
under the control of the organiza- 
tion of American states. 


So the present intention is to 
depend upon the intermediate way 
involved in the newly strength- 
ened Inter-American Peace Com- 
mission, which is a triumph for 
Secretary of State Herter. In- 
deed, his first sortie into inter- 
American diplomacy seems to 
have been a considerable success.

duced a civil rights bill as an amendment to a ‘“‘peanuts for boiling”’ 


bill 

Kvidently some staff assistant 
had misled Keating into believing 
he was tacking his civil rights 
bill onto a very important piece 
of peanut legislation that South- 
erners wanted badly to pass. 

It turned out, however, that the 


-bill was merely one to extend 


acreage allotment exemptions on 
peanuts planted for boiling — a 
minute percentage of the total 
peanut crop. 

Keating’s maneuver promptly 
boomeranged when Sen. Russell 
caustically commented on Keat- 
ing’s ‘“‘sweet. spirit of Christian 
charity” in playing ‘‘peanut poli- 
tics.” 

Unwittingly, perhaps, the silver- 
maned New Yorker had _ intro- 
duced a welcome bit of levity into 
the bitter civil rights controversy. 

One of the funniest things was 
the tizzy into which Keating’s ma- 
neuver sent Northern reporters 
in the Senate press gallery. 

“What in hell,” they asked, 
‘are boiled peanuts?”’ : 

Grinning broadly, Southern 
newsmen—members of a. self- 
styled ‘‘boll weevil bloc’’ in the 
press gallery — patiently ex- 
plained what boiled peanuts are 
and how delicious they can be 
when cooked just right in the 
proper amount of brine. 

At last report, Rep. E. L. (Tic) 
Forrester was planning to call on 
some of the peanut canners in

his south Georgia district to pro- 
vide some samples so the Yankee 
newsmen can find out for them- 
selves just what boiled peanuts 
are and how good they can be. 

But the levity in the Senate 
did not stop with the mere sub- 
ject of peanuts. Keating's ma- 
neuver wound up in an uproar- 
iously funny debate over who is 
on the Lord’s side in the civil 
rights controversy. 

Sen. Keating, graciously de- 
scribing Sen. Sam Ervin ‘(D-NC) 
as a ‘raconteur, second to none” 
was accusing Ervin of filibuster- 
ing - against civil rights in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee by 
quoting at length from the Bible. 

Jumping into the act, Sen. Byrd 
(D-WVa) opined that even ‘‘the 
devil can cite Scripture for his 
purpose.”’ 

“I can assure the senator from 
West Virginia and the senator 
from New York that I have been 
on the Lord’s side in this contro- 
versy,”’ Ervin replied. 

“IT am sure he believes he is 
on the Lord's side,’ Keating 
replied. 

“The senator from North Caro- 
lina knows he is on the Lord's 
side,’’ Ervin retorted, 
~ But, back to the peanuts, one 
Southern newsman came up with 
a perfectly terrible pun. Sen. 
Keating, he said, must have New 
York ‘‘goober-natorial ambitions.”
